al was shipped. 
First Shipment Coin pit*to 
Shortly after noon the last truck 
had backed beneath the thick steel 
sliding doors a t tile rear of the 
vault aud th e first shipm ent war 
pronounced complete. 
Mrs. Nellie 
Tcyloe Ross, director of tile m int 
and former governor of Wyoming, 
thanked Brigadier-General Daniel 
Van Voorhis, Fort Knox com m and­ 
ant U eutenant-Coloncl A. B. C an­ 
ard, in charge of the platoons th at 
guarded the gold.

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Civil War Colonel Insisted on Putting 
Dog, Mascot Four Years, on Marker Here 
Honoring lith Pennsylvania Infantry 


Pup Took Part in Weary Trav­ 
els, Bloody Bat lies; Became 
Separated From Regiment 
At Gettysburg.

eleventh 
Pennsylvania 
in- 
* fantry was originally 
a 
three 
m onths’ regiment, 
It was organized 
in April. 1861. and was with P at­ 
terson’s army along 
the 
Potomac 
border where it was under fire at 
Falling Waters, Virginia. 
This was 
the first infantry fight of the Civil 
war. 
It was mustered out by ord"r 
of General Patterson on July 24. 
1861. 
On July 19, prior to its muster 
out, the necessary 
measures were 
taken to have it re-mustered for a 
three years’ service, and on July 25, 
it was, by order of the secretary of 
war. accepted, and by order of the 
governor of Pennsylvania, 
it 
was 
permitted to retain its original num ­ 
ber. and thereby had the honor of 
being the first Pennsylvania regi- 
m ent to enter the service for three 
years. 
IL was mustered in at Harrisburg 
November 27, 1861. 
It moved from 
Harrisburg to Annapolis, Maryland, 
with nine companies numbering 813 
officers and men; the tenth com­ 
pany joined the command on the 
eve of the first battle at Thorough­ 
fare Gap, Virginia, and later par­ 
ticipated in the following battles: 
Second Bull 
Run. 
Rappahannock, 
Antietam, 
Fredericksburg, 
G ettys­ 
burg, Wilderness, North Anna, Coif’ 
Harbor, 
Spotsylvania, 
siege 
of 
Petersburg, 
Weldon 
R a i l r o a d , 
Hatcher’s Run, Gravelly Run and 
Five Forks. 
It was present also at 
Cedwar Mountain. Chantilly, South 
Mountain, 
Chancellor:; Ville, 
Mine 
Run. Tolopotomy, Appomattox. 
No detailed account of services 
rendered in the above named battles 
will be given, except that of G ettys­ 
burg: as it is the opinion of the 
writer that it would be of more gen­ 
eral interest to the readers of the 
story than that of incidents more 
remote. 
At Gettysburg 
A 
T the battle of Gettysburg, the 
Eleventh 
Pennsylvania, 
16th 
Maine. 
13th 
M assachusetts, 
94 th 
New York, 104th New York and the 
107th Pennsylvania 
regiments 
be­ 
longed to the First Brigade (Paul's> 
Second Division (Robinson’s), First 
Corps (Reynolds!. 
The commander of the lith Penn­ 
sylvania was Colonel Richard Coul­ 
ter, who was known as 1 Dick” Coul­ 
ter 
by 
his 
comrades 
in 
arms, 
was captain of company I during 
the three m onths’ service of the 
regiment. 
W hen the regiment was 
mustered in for a term of three 
years, he was promoted on Novem­ 
ber 27. 1861, to the rank of colonel 
and given the command of the regi­ 
ment. 
He was wounded at Fred­ 
ericksburg. Gettysburg and Spotsyl­ 
vania; promoted Bv, Brig* Gen.. Au­ 
gust 
I, 
1864, and Bv. Maj. G en , 
April I, 1865. and was mustered out 
with the regiment on July I, 1865. 
He was born in Greensburg, W est­ 
moreland county, Penusylvania, on 
October I, 1827, and was educated 
at 
the 
Greensburg academy, 
the 
University Grammar school at Car­ 
lisle, and at Jefferson college. After 
leaving college in 1845, at the age 
of 18 he took up the study of law 
in the office of his uncle, Richard 
Coulter, where he remained until 
the beginning of the Mexican war 
when he was enrolled in the service 
of the United States, as a private in 
company E, second regiment, Penn­ 
sylvania volunteers. 
He was in the 
siege of Vera Cruz, and the battles 
of Cerro Gordo and the capture of 
the city of Mexico. 
He was muster­ 
ed out with his regiment, at P itts­ 
burgh, on July 14, 1848. 
Robinson's 
Division 
arrived 
at 


Gettysburg from Emmitsburg at 12 
M of the first day. and was held in 
reserve near the seminary buildings 
■ where temporary breastworks were 
: thrown 
up. 
On 
the 
arrival 
of 
Rodes’s Confederates from the north 
I at I p. rn. 
General Doubleday who 
commanded the First Corps after 
the death of Reynolds at 10:15 a. 
, rn. ordered Robinson’s Division to 
I the right on Oak Ridge to meet the 
[advance of Rodes on 
that 
front. 
! Baxter's Brigade on the right along 
the Mummasburg road met the ad­ 
vance of O neal’s Brigade and drove 
: them back, but, being threatened on 
j the left flank by the advance of 
Iverson's brigade, Eaxter moved his 
brigade to the left on Oak Ridge in 
rear of the stone wall, which is all 
preserved 
on 
what 
is known as 
Doubleday avenue. 
Paul s Brigade was posted on the 
left of Baxter's, connecting with the 
right of Cutler’s Brigade of Wads- 
worth’s Division. 
The lith Pcnn- 
sylvania. In line with the 97th New 
York on the right, and the 107th 
Pennsylvania on the left of the line 
of battle. 
When Iverson’s Brigade made the 
attack about 3 p. rn., it was m et with 
a destructive fire from the brigades 
of Baxter and Paul, and suffered a 
heavy loss in killed, wounded and 
captured. In his report he says: 
"My brigade advanced at once, 
and soon came in contact of the 
enemy strongly posted in woods 
and behind a concealed stone wall. 
My brigade advanced 
to within 
IOO yards, and a most desperate 
fight took place, 
* When I saw 
white handkerchiefs raised, and 
my line of battle still lying in 
position, I characterized the sur­ 
render us disgraceful; but when I 
found afterward that 500 of my 
men were left lying dead and 
wounded on a line as .straight us a 
dress parade, I exonerated them .” 
The advance of the 88th Pennsyl­ 
vania regim ent Is shown by a stone 
marker in the Forney field. 
During 
this attack Colonel Paul was ter­ 
ribly wounded, losing th * sight of 
both eves. 
Tile command of the 
brigade was then taken by Colonels 
Leonard, Root. Coulter and Lyle, all 
of them having been wounded. 
On 
the afternoon of the first day the 
lith Pennsylvania was transferred 
to the First Brigade. 
After the re­ 
treat from the first day’s battle tilt 
lith Pennsylvania rendered efficient 
service on other parts of the field

facing north, of a soldier holding a 


I musket in an upright position.

I was dedicated September 3. 1890. ’ 
The dedicatory address was deliver­ 
ed by Captain Henry B. Piper, of 
company E, w'ho was wounded at 
Gettysburg. 


In addition to the figure of the 
soldier on the top of the monu- 
I m tnt, another figure, that of a dog 
lying at the base has been the cause 
of many questions for reasons w’hy 
it was placed there. 
By some it is 
understood, but for the benefit of 
those who may not know, something 
wifi be added to the narrative. 
When the design of the m onu­ 
m ent was prepared. Colonel Coulter 
insisted on having the figure of the [ 
dog lying at the base placed there; 
saving he would not contribute any­ 
thing 
additional 
unless 
this 
was 
done, and accordingly his request 
was complied with. 
The Mascot 
The following sketch is from S. 
P. B ates’ ’’Martial Deeds in Penn­ 
sylvania.” and prepared for his use 
by direction of Colonel Coulter. The j 
following excerpt is taken there- I 
from : 
“One bright morning 
in 
the J 
month of May, 1861. a civilian. I 
carrying on his arm a small mar* 
ket-basket, 
came 
to 
Captain 
Terry’s quarters. Company I. and 
stated that he had brought him \ 
pup he had promised him. pro­ 
ducing from the basket a little 
pug-nosed 
black-muzzled 
canine 
scarce four weeks old. and barely 
able to toddle upon its short 
clumsy legs.

was the introduction 
tq a 
life 
which 
proved an eventful one, 
changing from quiet, ease, and 
plenty, to hardship, weary travels, 
bloody scenes, excitem ent and su f­ 
fering. a life with its surround­ 
ings, such as few men ever lived 
and such as no other of her race 
ever lived before. 
“When this regiment was re­ 
organized for three years’ service. 
Sallie returned with Company I. 
and again took her place in the 
field. 
The winter of 
1862 was 
passed 
in 
doing 
provost-guard 
duty in the city of Annapolis. 
Maryland, drilling, fatigue duty at 
the Naval Academy, and guarding 
the Annapolis 
Branch 
Railroad. 
Sallie took part in all these and 
made friends throughout the en ­ 
tire company. 
She knew the roll 
of the drum at reveille, was out of 
quarters among the first, and reg­ 
ularly attended the morning roll­ 
call. 
When the regiment formed 
for battalion-drill she sought out 
the Colonel’s horse, who soon be­ 
gan to know and recognize her, 
and barking and leaping led the 
way with him to the drill-ground, 
remaining until the regiment was 
di missed. 
At 
dress-parade she 
sought 
out 
the 
Coior-Sergeant, 
and after the reg in: en t was form­ 
ed lay down in front of the col­ 
ors, watching the “beat off,” and 
not moving from her position un­ 
til the parade was over. 
These 
two positions, to lead off with the 
colonel’s horse when the regiment 
moved, and to front the line at 
dress-para de. 
were 
sure 
to 
be 
taken, and the 
habit continued 
until the day she led the column 
from the camp at Hatcher’s Run. 
Sallie w’as under fire for the first 
time at Cedar Mountain, sticking 
close to the colors at Bull Run. 
During 
the 
toilsome 
march 
to 
South Mountain, 
through 
cities 
and towns she managed to thread 
her way. and at Antietam went 
out into the cornfield with one of 
the skirmishers, who vainly tried 
to drive her back. 
A bail struck 
her on the side but fortunately 
only left its mark through her 
hair. 
“At Fredericksburg, on the 13th 
of December. 
Sallie 
was 
again 
with the regiment in the thick of 
the fight, classed the river in her 


accustomed 
place. 
During 
the 
afternoon 
Colonel 
Coulter 
was 
wounded and obliged to leave the 
field. 
Bullets had no terrors for 
Sallie and she never straggled nor 
deserted. Hunger and thirst, heat 
and cold were disregarded. 
“At Gettysburg, Sallie went into 
the First d ays fight: but during 
the retreat through the town be­ 
came separated from 
the regi­ 
ment. and being unable or un­ 
willing to pass the enem y’s lines 
she returned to the hill where the 
regiment had been engaged, and 
.seeking out the dead and wound­ 
ed, remained with them licking 
their wounds, or watching by their 
lifeless bodies.

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Claim Strip Cropping 
Reduces Soil Loses 


A 
GOOD farmer hates to see 
heavy rains gully his fields. 
Hie gradual 
loss of surface soil 
from what is known as sheet wash­ 
ing is not so generally recognized 
but is none the less equally serious. 
Through it the surface soil is con­ 
stantly becoming thinner and less 
productive, more raw subsoil and 
stones come up at each plowing an i 
more rock ledges or boulders, for­ 
merly well covered, reach the point 
where they interfere with tillage. 
Farmers are becoming more and 
more erosion-conscious and are vi­ 
tally interested in practical ways 
and means of preventing it. 
One of the best methods of re­ 
ducing washing 
is trip 
farming, 
says County Agent M. T. Hartman. 
Frequently, one plows up an en­ 
tire hillside at once. 
This gives 
run-off water a chance to sweep 
down the whole slope unimpeded 
gathering volume as it goes and 
cutting and carrying away tons of 
soil. 
If, instead, the slope were divided 
into strips of about IOO to 150 feet 
in width, and these 
strips alter­ 
nated with tiled crops, soil, and 
winter grain, “the water will net 
run far until it strikes sod which 
slows it up, spreads it, and strains 
out most of its load of silt. Vers 
little water runs over or through a 
good, thick sod. 
Most of it soaks 
into the ground. The gullies seen 
in sod fields usually started before 
the sod was established. 
Gullies Form Rapidly 
Rows up and down slopes start 
little gullies which lead the water 
rapidly into the depressions where 
the large gullies form. If the corn. 
planter and ciriil are run as nearly 
on the level as possible, run-off will 
not start nearly so quickly and will 
not be concentrated. 
Every little 
ridge then becomes a small terrace 
holding back the water and letting 
it soak into tile ground. 
A com­ 
bination of crop strips run on the 
contours is the mast effective sys­ 
tem of stopping erosion and gully­ 
ing. Many farmers have woked out 
such a system of their own initia­ 
tive and without help. Those who 
did a good 
job are enthusiastic 
about results and would not con­ 
sider going back to the old way of 
farming. 
While the idea of large, 
solid 
fields of each crop appeals to the 
farmer’s pride and imagination and 
tendts to make him rather con­ 
temptuous of strips, a few bad re ins 
may do damage which is too great 
a price to pay. 
Strips, of course, 
cannot conveniently be pastured, 
but by cutting out pasturage of till­ 
able land a tremendous amount of 
fencing can be eliminated and there ! 
will be more second crop hay and 


clover seed to harvest. Much steep 
land should now be in permanent 
pastures instead of crops, and witn 
proper treatment and management 
of permanent pasture and perhaps 
a patch of Sudan grass for August 
grazing, the second crop pasture 
would not be needed. 
Other Advantages 
Strip farming 
has many other 
advantages. 
There are practically 
no grades to pull up; almost every­ 
thing is don on the level. 
Some 
parts of a large field often stay wet 
until other parts are too dry 
to 
work properly, but one can farm 
each 
strip more nearly 
at the 
proper time. 
Com can be carried 
off and shocked on the adjoining 
stripes to permit complete and thor­ 
ough preparation for winter grain 
Strips also give more flexibility to 
the rotation. 
The extension service will have 
an exhibit on strip cropping and 
gully control at the farm show at 
Harrisburg with a trained man in 
charge to answer questions and 
discuss methods.

Hartman also will be glad to help 
solve erosion problems.

ty Agent M. T. Hartman. 
By this process the milk Is first 
bottled in the usual manner. Tho 
bottles are 
then run through 
a 
specially devised machine having a 
steam 
chamber 
containing 
dry 
steam at a temperature of 2205F 
The tops only of the uncapped bot­ 
tles are exposed to the steam and 
temperature. 
A specially devised 
capper applies an air-tight cap be­ 
fore the 
bottle leaves the steam 
chamber. Dry steam at this tem­ 
perature applied to the bottle top 
creates a practical vacuum in the 
bottle top which is protected by the 
air-tight top. 
Preliminary tests show that milk 
bottled in this process will remain 
fresh for 48 hours at ordinary room 
temperatures and 
certified milk 
stayed fresh under refrigeration at 
the University of Illinois for six 
weeks. 
Mr. Hartman explains that sour­ 
ing of milk is caused by growth of 
bacteria in the milk 
1— +«ria.

grow, require oxygen 
whch is obtained from the air with 
which the milk is in contact. The 
vacuum created in the bottle neck 
and protected by the air-tight cap 
contains very little air or oxygen 
which prevents or greatly retards 
bacterial growth.
